Tbl 
was uut wholly true. While the uia 
jority of the delegates were firm In 
their resolve to declare for Indapend 
ence. aeveral of tham tbraataned to 
balk at ao raab a at^ 

Nor oaa tbay ba aavaraly blamed 
for baaltatlag. Tbay wars man ot 
property and Import aaaai Tbay had 
more to lose than had most Ameri- 
cana. Should the Revolution fall the! 
gooda would doubtleaa be aelzed by 
the Brltlah governnieiii sJid they them 
selves would be banged. As Beuja 
min Pranklin said, In grim Jest: 

"Wa must hang together or we'll 
baag ■aparatelyt" 

But. to tbalr ataraal eradlt. tbaaa 
wary dtfagataa at last ylaldad to tha 
popular Tolca. Tba Declaration of In 
dependence waa drawn up, and on 
July 4, 1T7S, was adopted (although 
It was not algned until the ncx 
month). Tbe grave atep waa taken 
The congresanien stood committed 
The bad "croaaed the Rubicon" anc 
were ready to take the cunaegueucei 
There was one exception to tbl 
band of patrlota. Ha was John Joacb 
Im Eubiy, a Swiaa, who had ami 
grated to *ABiarloa la aarly Ufa and 
bad aattlad la Oaorgla. Zubly was 
not only prominent aa a aoholar and 
a atatesman, but was a preix her ai 
wull. Hp hud ahowu Kfc^nt Indlgna 
tluu at tliM coluiiluta' wrongs and had 
both wriitca and apokaB iB protaai 
against tyranny. 

So patriotic waa be that Georgia 
chose blm aa one of Ita five delegatei 
to congraaa In 1778. There he worked 
bard for tha paopla'a eauaa and aver 
drew up a petition to King George 111 
"upon tbe present unhappy sltuatioc 
of affairs." Altogether, he was look 
ed upon aa an ardent patriot Indeed 
it is bard to understand the sudder 
and terrible change In the man 

Aa soon as Zubly found congreat 
waa determined to adopt tha DecUra 
tlon, be fought tha propoaltlon most 
bitterly and utterly refuaed any part 
is it. Ha daaouaead tba Idea of s 
rapubllo aad dM •▼arythlng la hi 
powar to atem tha tide of opinion 
Had tbla been all he did no great 
Sbame need to have been attai hed tc 
blm. Hut he was not oonteni with 
refuHlug 10 vote for the Dedarntlun 
He actually entered Into secret cor 
rea|M>ndence with tbe enemy, betray 
Ing to the Brltlah tba patriots' private 
plana aad gtrlng warning tbat tbt 
DecIaratlOB waa about to ha adopted 
What furtbar barai b« aUgbt bavf 
doB* tba aauaa of libartjr oaaaot bs 
luaaaad. fbr a fallow eoagraaamao 
(Samuel Chase o( Maryland) found 
reason to suspect him. A treasonabU 
letter from Zubly waa Intercepted 
Chase exposed tbe n:.au'8 whole black 
treachery to congresa. 

Zubly fled in hot haste from Pblla 
pbla to eacape punlahment. He 
went at once lo Oeorgia. There, ut 
lerly casting away his cloak of patriot- 
lam, ba aided openly with Amarlaa's 
foo& Ite tbis bo waa banlabad from 
_ a aad half of his property waa 
daalarad IbrfalL Ha rushed to tha 
Brltlah tvt protection. After a few 
years of niaery and disgraoe be died. 
In 1781, with tbe RevolutioBtry war 
waa atlll at its height.

SEEKS WAYS TO ABOLISH WAR 



Baroneaa Bertha von Suttner of 
Vletma, famous amons other things 
b*eaus* It wa* sb* who Insplrsd the 
fbundlBC of the Nobel prises. Is in 
America on a mission unique among 
those undertaken by women of the Old 
World among tho women of the Ni'w 
She Ih here to tell her Kistera what 
Bho l<now8 of tho horrors of war umi 
to appeal to the women of the United 
Kiatos to do their utmost toward the 
uboilitlon of war. 

The campaign for peace undertaken 
last spring by Baron d'Bstoumelle* de 
Constant of Fraao* was notsworthy. 
Ftor tbr** month* Baron dfstour- 
nelles. bimaelf a Nobel prise winner, 
went through the country, and every- 
where his arguments were heard with 
Interest. So also in the ciiho of Count 
Albert Appon.vl people nowded to 
bear what the Hungarian parliamen- 
tarian bad to say about the cost of 
armed peace now prevailing In Kurope. 
But, much aa theae advocates for 
peace acoompUshed her*, there stood aerayed against them continually the 
ploa of necessity, the plea that ever Increasing armaments were an absolute 
eseentlal. Neither the Prenehman nor the Hungarian oared to depart from 
parliamentary uaagea, and for thta reaaon they permitted their arfumMits to 
go before the people exactly for what they were worth. 

The HaroneBB von Suttner cornea to this country to try different tactics. 
Slio may agree with her fellow workers in Kuiopo that tho nations are bur- 
dened with arinamentB to the brealtlng point that the patience of the (xeople 
themaelveB Is well nigh exhausted, that the timea portend that conditions 
cannot contlinK- as at present; but she has something more effective at her 
command than international law and parliamentary argument. Her moat ef- 
fective appeal will be to aentiment. Aa one who knowa from experience the 
horrors of war, the Baroness von Bnttner will be able to mako this appeal 
eflectlvely.
